Retired employee who handled cash 
offers auditors no explanation

About $43,000 in 
Broward County school dis- 
trict parking fees has disap- 
peared, an audit found, 
prompting a criminal inves- 
tigation. 

The money was removed 
from parking meters out- 
side district offices in Fort 
Lauderdale from Nov. 4, 
2014, until Sept. 1, 2015, 
when the district started ac- 
cepting credit cards only. 


But the cash that had been 
collected was never depos- 
ited into district bank ac- 
counts, the audit found. 

“There were no controls 
over parking operations,” 
Chief Auditor Pat Reilly said 
Thursday. “We had one per- 
son who was assigned to re- 
ceive the cash, count the 
cash, reconcile the cash, de- 
posit the cash and monitor 
all transactions.”

Construction could start 


as early as 2020, said Anson 
Sonnett, a state Department 
of Transportation engineer 
overseeing the project. 

A connection was part of 
the original plans when the 
Sawgrass Expressway 
opened in 1986. Several 
communities supported the 
link, but some residents of 
Deerfield Beach resisted be- 
cause it would slice through 
one of the city’s biggest resi-
